A TERBIFIC WIND, 

Sr, Louis, May 31.—A dispatch from 
Atchisou, Kas., says: A terrible storm of wind 
and rain passed over Northern Kansas and 
Southern Nebraska last eveping. It exténded 
through nearly the whole nerthern ticr of 
counties of this State, but was moat violent 
between Blue Rapids and Centennial stations, 
on the Central Branch Railroad, 
about thirty miles apart. The storm movedins 
direction a little north of east, and passed into 
Nebraska through Richardson County. The 
Town of Irving, ninety miles west of this place, 
was nearly destroyed. At that point the storm 
took on the character of a cyclone, and leveled 
everything in its pata, About forty buildings 
were destroyed, | 

FIFTEEN PERSONS KILLED, 

thirty to forty wounded. Among the casualties 
are the following: John Keeley, wife, father, 
and son killed. Mrs. W. J. Williams killed, 
Mrs. Brickmaster and five children killed. Ja- 
cob Sabens and wife fatally injured. EZ. Shel- 
don, wife, and sister dangerously hurt and not 
expected to live. Mra. W. C. Bates and two 
children badly burt,—one has since died. And 
Mrs. Noah, Mrs. George Martin, and severa, 
others more or less seriously wounded. 

Among the buildings blown down are churehes, 
one a fine stone building, the public school, the 
grain-elevator, railroad depot, Wetmore Insti- 
tute, and the residences of John A. Warden, 
Charles Preston, W. H. Sabens, M. L. Leddy, 
and Messrs. Armstrong, Thompson, Sheldon, 
Bates, Williams, and others. In the 
neighborhood of Frankfort four or five 
farm-houses were blown over, andin the town 
several houses were destroyed. There were no 
casualties at this place, but several persons in 
the copntry were severely injured. At Con- 
tralia several houses were unroofed, ana one 
house and barn blown down, trees uprooted, 
fences laid flat, and great damage done to crops. 

At Beatty, on the St. Joseph & Denver Rail- 
road, a number of houses were blown down.

G. Thompson attracted a number of political 
workers here, whe have been st once assigned 
to active duty in making up a sentiment favure- 
ble to the nomina of Gen. Rice.

The agents of the Washington branch of the

THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

After a delay of fully six weeks, the members 
of the Chamber of Commerce have at 
last reached a decision upon the im- 
portant question of the location of their future 
quarters. The question had become an all- 
important one, not only with those who belong 
to the Association, but with the people of the 
city at large, and more especially the taxpay- 
ing portion of them. The interest of the latter 
was enlisted the more particularly because of 


an indiscreet proceeding onthe part of those 
who favored the location of the new edifice 
upon the square where the Municipal Court 
building now stands, whereby the signatures 
of a majority of the members of the Common 


Council, and nearly all of them Germans at 
that, were procured to a promise to vote for the 
donation of that portion of the square owned 
by the city to the Chamber of Com- 
merce for a building site. This, and a showing 
of strength produced by frequent newspaper 
articles, caused considerable alarm among whe 
supporters of the Mitchell and Plankinton 
propositions, and ea determination on the part 
of the American and other English-speaking 
members to anvihilate the fation so strongly 
bent upon aremoval of the Produce Exchange 
into Germany.“ There was no open talk of 
a contest of nationality, but the current of 
feeling in that direction was readily perceived 
by close observers, who predicted a united 
movement in favor of the proposition of Alex- 
ander Mitchell, as against the Market-Square 
plan, when “election-day” came around. That 
these observers were richt in their conclusion 
the result of the vote—307 against 96—estab- 
lishes with a silent forciblepess that does not 

uire the use of lan e to express. It was 
122 occurrence for Mr. Mitchell, this 
Market-Square movement on the part of the 
Germans, for without it the question would 
still have remained undecided. Had Mr. Mitchell 
himself planned a coup, it is doubtful whether 
he could have succeeded as well.

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THE PUBLIC WORKS VACANCY. 

The action of the members of the Common 
Council at their last meeting, upon the commu- 
nication of Mayor Black again preseating the 
pame of Capt. O’Connor for the vacancy exist- 
ing in the Board of Public Works, indicates a 
change of sentiment that may result in the con- 
firmation of the gentleman finally, perbaps as 
early as Monday afternoon. A vote on the 
question of deferring action showed an acces- 
sion of three to the O’Connor ranks. This 
naturally leads to the expectation that a fourth 
member will readily be found to com- 
plete the number necessary for con- 
firmation. Tas TRisuye correspondent, a day 
or two since, encountered a contractor 
who had been most pronounced and bitter in 
his opposition to the reappointment of Capt. 
O’Connor, and who early in the fight made open 
boast that he carried in his pockets the votes of 
the four Aldermen necessary to confirm him.

Paris, May 16-.—There is no‘satisfaction fn 
praising some men and women. Whatever you 
may say or write of them in the way of com- 
pliment, they simply take as proper and. natu- 


ral tribute. They are so convinced of their | 


own incomparable merit that it is useless to 
flatter them. Nothing could raise them higher 
in their own esteem. Nothing, probably, but a 
sound beating could lower them in it, 

This cynical paragraph would not have been 
penned but fora nasty habit I have lately got 
into—in common with many other people—of 
reading the inflated effusions of Emile Zols: 
but it applies to several persons who have been 
very much before the public lately. There is 
Mile. Rousseil, now. Fancy to what a pitch of 
vanity a woman must have come when she 
takes to advertising her own poetry by reading 
it in public lecture-rooms, as Mille. Rousseil 
lately did here. Take Sarah Bernhardt, again. 
If any ode could do without self-laudation and 
puffing, it is that most gifted and fascinating of 
French actresses; and yet sbe never lets 
a week go by without startling us by 
some new piece of audacity. Either 
she goes ballooning, or she takes to 
newspaper-scribbling, or to molding beads of 
celebrities for the Salon, or something equally 
unexpected,—always, of course, hoping that the 
world will hear of each particular freak, and 
admire it. 

$48 LATEST AND MOST PITIABLE VICTIM 
of the inordinate self-consciousness that afflicts 
so Many otherwise respect-worthy and admira- 
ble members of the literary and artistic confra- 
ternity is Francois Copbee. His is a very bad 
case. Fatal indeed, I fear. unless the patient 
has a strong sense of humor. On the “daw 


me and I' claw thee” principle, I suppose, 


Emile Zola lately fired off a few laudatory 
squios in Coppee’s honor in the Voltaire. The 
praise was deserved; but that did not make 
Coppee’s behavior any the less ridiculous or dis- 
tressing, when he, too, proceeded to air his per- 
sonal affairs and bis verses on the platform of 
the Lecture-Hall. Four long lectures did the 
modest young man devote to himself. On the 
announcement of the fourth, even the Figaro, 
of all prints most egotistical and French, was 
moved to sneers. One could understand such 
vanity in a stupid or even a very successful 
person; but Coppee is neither. He is, how- 
ever, in a fair way to lasting fame if he will 
only have patience. With the exceptions of 
Victor Hugo, Leconte de Lisle, Theodore de 
Banville, and perhaps Auguste Vacquerie, he 
is certainly the most distinguished of living 
French poets. 

I went to hear his Passant,“ ata matinee 
last Saturday. As I listened to the melodious 
lines and graceful fancies with which that ex- 
quisite little play is filled, the thought occurred 
—or rather recurred—to me, that Coppee

as a poet to Alfred de Musset. He has his 
faults as well as his good qualities. In each 
there is the same delicate and original fancy, 
the same sentimental charm, the same beauty 
of form; in each there isa want of reality, a 
disregard for theatrical exigencies: “Le Pas- 
sent,” like ‘“‘On ne Badine pas avec |’ Amour,”’ 
or “ Fantasio,” should not be spoilt by contact 
with the garish walisof atheatre. It should be 
read in the solitude of one’s own room or the 
recesses Of a leafy wood, where no worry or 
business casts its shadow. Ou the stage the 
best and most delicate savor of the play (if play 
it can be called) is lost. ‘The Comedies and 
Proverbs ’’ have a peach-like bloom about them 
that bears no contact with the stage. So with 
„Le Passant.“ 

It was m this work that Sarah Bernhardt, 
then freshly arrived from the Odeon, first made 
her mark at the Francais ten years ago. 
Sbe had not, I believe, reappeared 
in it since till last Sunday ; why, I know not. 
Yet the part of Zanetto (Le Passant) fits her to 
perfection. Sbe has never had a better role, nor 
has she ever played a role as well. 

There are but two characters in 

“LE PASSANT ”?— 

Sylvia and Zanetio. Sylvia is an Italian courte- 
san, living in opulent retirement iu the neigh- 
borhood of fair Florence. Sbe counts her lov- 
ers by hundreds; her fortune is immense, and 
her beauty marvelous. But pleasure has with 
her given place to satiety, and she pines and 
languishes for one hour of pure delight; one 
giance ot pure affection, one moment of for- 
getfulness. Ab,“ she sighs, in the soft, clear 
moonlight, “‘coula I but bear the voice of some 
light-hearved, innocent student sit the 

raises ot Sylyia! How giadiy woul give 
Plan the ceward of his devotion!” As if in 
anewer to her prayer, she hears at that very 
moment the tuneful notes of a sentimental 
ballad sung by a romantic young poet, passing 
by on his way to Florence. She withdraws 
to. watch him, and Zanelio advances, 
clad in a picturesque troubadour’s 
attire. He untastens his guitar, and, wrapping 
bimself in his cloak,—poor protection against 
the cold night-air,—he lies down to sleep the 
sleep of purity. Sui awakes him, and offers 
him hospitality. The sight of his young grace 
and beauty fires ber with a love she had thought 
dead forever, But Zanetto for a long time is 
shy and timid. Her charms fascinate him, but 
he still resists. “1 have no need of shelter, 
lady.“ he replies; and Sylvia, touched by bis 
youthful innocence, would have spared him. 
Then it is Zanetto’s turn to know passion. He 
pleads and pleads for the hospitality he had 
just rejected; but

LABOR. 


A Mase-Meeting of the Journeymen Tailors 
was held last evening at No. 7 Clark street for the 


purpose, more particularly, of discussing the strike 
in Willoughby, Hill & Co.'s store. The report of 
the strike showed that there were thirty-nine men 
out, with a good prospect of staying out until the 
**Square-Dealers” come down from theirfhigh- 
horses and agreed to the strikers’ bill of wages. It 
was further stated that the men in Ely's store had 
raised $30 for the benefit of the strikers. Another 
report stated that one scab, who is Willoughby, 
Hill & Co.'s cutter, had stated that 
the Square folks could get along 
without the labor of the strikers; that the firm had 
the ‘‘dives” on the North and West Sides, and 
the scabs who there held forth, working for 
them at less wages than the strikers demanded: 
that the firm wouldn't sign the strikers’ bill of 
wages, if the strikers starved; and that. to sum it 
up, they would pay $5,000 to bust the strike. 
One of the tailors t made a particularly vig- 
ornus speech, contradicting a statement put forth

Of exactly this character is the 
testimony of an armed man, who shoots 
at a known unarmed man, to the ef- 
fect that he feared great bodily harm, 
but did not intend to inflict any. Judge 
MoArLurnm, therefore, in charging in such 
broad terms in behalf of Suiurvan's compe- 
tency to disprove the intent to kill, inferrible 
from the use by him of a deadly weapon, 
should carefully have distinguished between 
his competency to testify to the assertion 
and his competency to establish its truth, 
This involved that distinction between com- 
petency and credibility, and between evi- 
dence which is in accordance with common 
experience and that which defies it, upon 
which Judge MocAtiisvzr wholly failed to 
dwell.

Lake Erie & Western Railroad, states that it is 
doubtful if the Erie’s connection with Boston 
via the Albany & Susquehanna Railroad and the 
Hoosac Tunnel can be accomplished before Aug. 
1. The New York Central has thus far enjoyed 
a monopoly of the valuable traffic between the 
New England cities and the West. It is believed 
that a large prodortion of this ousiness will be 
secured by the Erie route when it is opened 
through to Boston.

THE SUPREME JUDGESHIP. 

Monday the voters of the Seventh Judicial 
District will be called upon to choosea Judge 
of the Suoreme Court of the State, his term of 
Office being nine years.

During last nicht, however, Mr, 
Fred Packard came to his reason, and recog- 
nized his brother, whom he had not seen for 
several years. Miss Julia Gap lord, of the Rosa 
Opera Troupe, and her mother, who are visiting 
in Hamilton, also went to Dayton as soon as 
thev were apprised of Mr. Packard's condition. 
This morning the sick gentleman bad so far re- 
covered as to be able to accompany his brother 
Thaddeus to this city, and is now at his home, 
No. 52 Baymiller street. Miss and Mrs. Gay- 
lord also accompanied them, and were in the 
city yesterday. 
Mr. Fred Packard is now in a perfectly sane 
condition, but much prostrated in mind and 
y. He says that he bas no recollection of 
what happened him efter he left Cleveland. He 
left Boston Tuesday last for Hamilton, O., tele- 
graph ng Miss Garlord. just before he started. 
to meet him in Dayton. He states that he had 
been feeling badly for several day before he left 
Boston, and was quite ill when he started. By 
the time he reached Cleveland he was feeling so 
bad that he deemed it best to disembark from 
the cars and remain in that city until he could 
recover and get medicine. Leaving the cars, the 
fresh air revived him and he went into a neigh- 
boring drug-store. Accosting the druggist, he 
described his feelings and asked him if he could 
ive him a prescription that would allay his 
nervousness and enable bim to continue his 
journey. The druggist replied that he could 
and gave him some powders. He took one and 
in due time another. Feeling better, he again 
boarded the train and started for Hamilton.

He is 
now at his brother’s, but comtemplates gomg to 
some quiet place in the country for a rest and to 
recuperate. Theaccounts in morning pavers 
in regard to his troubles, aud especially those 
which assert and intimate that his derangement 
was caused by excessive use of liquors, mortify 
and annoy Mr. Packard beyond expression. He 
is said to be very temperate in bis habits, rarely 
induiging in drink. It is to be hoped that Mr.

dudge Wade Oliver, whose name is also fa- 
miliar to the Enquirer readers, isa nephew of 
the Doctor, consequently a cousin of the hero 
of this little episode in the lives of men. Gen. 

Wade was also related to the 
family. Wade, Oliver, Everett, and Melanc- 
thon streets all derive their names from mem- 
bers of the Guy family. 

As this has but little connection with the fol- 
lowing recital, we will not trouble our rea ders 
with preface.

CARDINAL NEWMAN. 

HIS CRUSADE AGAINST PRIVATE JUDGMENT. 

London Times. 

The tardy elevation of Dr. Newman to the 
rank of Cardinal is an event of much signifi- 
cance. In selecting for this dignity Monsignor 
Haynald, Monsignor Alimoada, Father Zigliara, 
Dr. Newman, and other ecclesiastics of eminence 
in science and letters, the Pope has made an 
innovation. He has put aside Vatican tradi- 
tions: and this may be the first step in a move- 
ment which will transform the College of Car- 
dinals and affect the proceedings of the next 
Conclave, The ceremony of Monday was made 
much more interesting and memorable by Dr. 
Newman’s remarkable speech. Some flve-and- 
forty years ago afew words spoken, a thrilling 
line or two written, by Mr. Newman, of Oriel, 
were sufficient to work a ferment and revolu- 
tion within many educated Englishmen, and to 
mark a new era in their lives. A barbed- 
winged sentence in a sermon at St. 
Mary’s, or a pregnant expression or two 
in the pages of the ola British Critic, 
availed to alter the whole set of many a 
man’s thoughts. We have done with and buried 
many things which then made a noise in the 
world. The Tractarian movement has run its 
course; and the group of earnest men whom 
Dr. Newman inspired or aided has dwindled 
away into a handful. Dr. Pusey is silent. Mr. 
Keble is dead and a classic. Mr. Rose,- Mr. 
Ward, Mr. Hurrell Froude bave all more or less 
passed out of the sight and thoughts of men. 
But one thing still stands fast: the magic has 
not gone out of their leader’s words. He speaks 
to this generation in very much the same thrill- 
ing way as of old, and it will be nothing but 
the ordinary course if single phrases in the 
speech which he made on Monday, when the 
Consistorial messenger was announced, linger 
for weeks like a haunting strain of melody ia 
the minds of many Englishmen. Somewhere 
Dr. Néwman has himself disclaimed possessing 
any aptitude forzthe task of authority or rule, or 
the function of initiation. But his modesty 
evershoots the truth. Within his own diocese, 
which is wider than most that can be named, he 
has been aruler of thoughts; he has ben the 
intellectual master of multitudes; and he has 
had crowds of spiritual subjects unknown to 


him. 

There was as fitness in the theme of 
his brief address. en elevated to his new 
honor, he took up the burden of an old com- 
plaint, and renewed a message which he has 
considered it the business of his life to deliver. 
All bia days he has wrestled with the spirit of 
Liberalism, or what he calls false Hberty, in re- 
ligion. In his first and latest writings he is a 
crusader st the right of private judgment. 
I bad fierce thoughts against the Liberals, he 
wrote of his views in 1832. His most distinctive 
writings are sharp with the edge of his antag- 
onism, and there was a dramatic fitness in mak- 
ing the address delivered when about to be 
created a Cardinal an exposition or denunciation 
of Liberalism. If he be correct, English soci- 
ety is in a very bad way. He pronounces it sick 
and sore from head to foot. His whole 1 
ment might be summed up in two lines m 
his own poems, “’Tis the old history,—trath 


witnout a bome, Despised, and slain, then 
rising from the tomb.” All modern 
society, be tells us, is built upon 


liberalism in religion,—the false doctrine that 
there is no positive truth in dogma, that one 
creed is as good as another, and that “if a man 
puts on “a new religion every morning, what is 
that to you!” Religion is no longer the bond 
of society. In England, er such is the 
state of things. The diversity of re igions makes 
it necessary; we cannot help ourselves.” If 
every dozen men taken at random in the street 
have a share in political power, and if they rep- 
resent some half-dozen different religions, 
“how,” asks Dr. Newman pertinently, “can 
they possibly act together in municipal or in 
al matters if each insists on the recogni- 
tion of his own religious denomination?’ In 
short, England has got into a deadlock by rea- 
gon of the exercise of some of the qualities of 
which Englishmen are most proud; and Dr. 
Newman sees no human means of extricating 
them. Though expressed with nis usual felic- 
itousness, this view is not novel; it is as 
oli as dogmatism itself. He pronounces 
his anathema in the name ot Holy Church; 
but it has no u connection with 
and system of theology. It is at bottom the 
— which every man with a criterion of 
certainty in his mind feels towards those who do 
not take him as their guide, but walk as they 
best can by the imperfect light of their own 
reason. Dr. Newman speaks of modern society 
very much as an Encyclopaedist or an admirer of 
the Systeme de la Nature might talk of a society 
guided by Christian pts. Both are sure 
that they have found an infallible criterion of 
right and truth, and both are strangely sur- 
2 that their neighbors reject their guidance. 
r. Newman is sore at heart because men put 
trust in the broad fundamental truths of justice 
and benevolence, and because they endeavor to 
discover by experience what are the proper and 
natural laws of society. The method is imper- 
fect and slow; the results are not all that could 
be desired. But where is any better guide 
to be found? Can Dr. Newman provide the 
des men of the nineteenth century with any 
working substitute? Hesays religion—that is, the 
Church of Rome,—will illuminate the path of 
nations which submit to her. But the histories 
of the dutiful sons of the Church do not make 
this assertion quite good. The example of 
Spain is not edifying or reassuring. Men must 
make laws; they must trade; they must be 
mindful of sanitary matters; 1.4 gather 
knowledge. Can the Romish urch supply 
modern society with wiser rules for these affairs 
than those which men have framed for them- 
selves? Dr. Newman speaks almost with a 
sneer of the view that one creed is as good as 
another.“ This is merely a controversialist’s 
misdescription of toleration, This feeling, not 
the least honorable characteristic of these times, 
did not, and perhaps could not, exist while 
everybody was positive that be was peculiarly 
acquainted with the counsels of Heaven. It is 
not, as theologians assume, another aspect of 
indifference. It arose naturally when men be- 
came less dogmatical and arrogant, and this 
growth of charity is, perhaps, some consolation 
for the loss of the feeling of certainty and the 
unity which Dr. Newman deplores. , 
Dr. Newman is never weary of deriding the 
worthlessness of private judgment, which is so 
often in his view only passive impression; and 
it is the fashion of theologians to boast of the 
perfect immutability of their 888 ut 
examination shows that this boast is often un- 
founded.

DR. LORIMER’S LAST SERMON CRITICISED. 


To the Editor af The Tribune. 


Colo, May 30.—Col. Ingersoll has stirred 
up many of the clergy of this eit yto a new dis- 
cussion of the value of the Bible and of its 
“evidences.” This is a good thing, even though 
many foolish things be said on both sides, or 
rather, on all the many sides ofthe discussion. 
Unbelief of current views has ite difficulties, as 
well as the belief of them; but we that hear and 
read are entitled to ask of both Colonel and 
clergy fairness of statement and good logic. 
One great trouble is that certain assumptions 
are made—not definitely stated, but quietly and 
perhaps unconsciously made—which have im- 
portant bearing upon the arguments; but an 
opponent may ruin the whole structure of a 
sermon or lecture by showing that the assump- 
tion is false. Dealing with Col. Ingersoll, I 
should deny that he gives a fair interpretation 
of the passages he quoted; that is, he does not 
give such meaning as a literary man or scholar 
would give who should be utterly indifferent to 
the religious or theological bearings of the 
meaning. Col. Ingersoll may auswer that he

Hut 
his own party, which at length prevailed, 
defended him, as if oppressed by calumnies 
and so received that reading for genuine, which 
he had put about among them. For how ready

notable instance of this in the last age, when 
the churches, both Eastern and Western, re- 
eeived this testimony in a moment io their 
Greek Testaments, and still continue with great 
zeal and passion to defend it for the ancient 
reading, against the authority of all the Greek 
manuscripts.” ...

It is probable that it was taken from some early 
confession of faith.

The leading produce markets were rather 
quiet Saturday; especially quiet when one re- 
members that it followed a holiday and was the 
last day of a month. There was much less 
doing for June than was generally expected, 
most of the June trading having been pre- 
viously settled up. Wheat was almost lifeless 
during a great part of the session. Many opera- 
tors bave deserted the market altogether, and 
avow their intention to keep out till the present 
deal is finished, permitting a return to what they 
call a healthy condition.

Corn was depressed 
early, the fact of larger receipts inciting a 
1 operator to sell heavily for July, but 
the market partially recovered afterwards. 
Oats were weak early for a like reason, and 
firmer afterwards.

Provisions were quiet and stead- 
ier, but pork tended to a lower range, though 
hogs were quoted 5c better.

Lumber was fairly active at yards and docks. 

Wool was 
quiet, the offerings being too light to permit 
much trading. Dealers reported a fair inquiry. 
Broom-corn was quiet and steady. Seeds were 
in demand, scarce and firm. A few sales were 
reported at better prices. A fair trade in hay 
was reported at the recent advance. Salt was 
steady. Green fruits were in fair supply, and 
generally sold at recent prices.

COLOR-BLINDNESS. 


Why Passengers upon Rallroads Are Im- 
periled. 

Cheater (F.) Correspondence Philadelphia Times. 

At to-day’s session of the Pennsylvania State 
Medical Society a paper was read by Dr. D. P. 
Keyser, Surgeon of the Wills’ Eye Hospital. 
His subject was color-blindness. In order to 
ascertain just to what extent color-blindnress 
exists in Philadelphia and among train-men on 
various railroads, Dr. Keyser addressed a letter, 
in July last, to railroad Presidents, asking an 
opportunity to examine their train employes: 
The permission was given, and Ur. Keyser set 
about the work, continuing it for eight months, 
He said that he had examined the train-hands 
of the Philadelphia, Wilmington & Baltimore, 
the Delaware, the North Pennsylvania, and the 
Bound Brook Railroads, and had found 83¢ per 
cent of the whole number who mistook colors 
one for the other, and 8g per cent who, al- 
though able to distingush the colors, were un- 
abie to tell the shades. Those who mistook 
colors had defects of such a character as to 
make them really — and unsafe to fill 


The method 
of Prof. H@megren, of Sweden, in testing with 
skeins of céfored worsted, was then 
that of Dr. Stilling, in which colored letters on 
a black card are displayed, after which plates of 
colored glass are held in front of a gas-flame in 
a darkened room. Finally, the different signal- 
lamps used on the roads were brought before the 
men in various ways. The examinations were 
at first made in the evening by gaslight and 
those found defective in the least were re-ex- 


amined very carefully in daylight. The refrac- 


tion of the eyes was carefully examined with 
the ophthalmoscope, and of the pumber exam- 
ined 79 per cent were found of perfect vis 
and 21 per eent defective. Of the color 

47 per cent were of perſeet vision and 56 
cent defective. Of those who onlv shaded ba 
A. were ol perfect vision and W per cent de- 
ective. 

It will thus be seen,” the Doctor continued’ 
that color blindness is not governed by any 
defect of refraction. Neither has age anything 
to do with this anomaly, for those found de- 


n 

in shading 95 per cent were so in greens and 5 
per cent in red. I have no doubt that the 
cause of these being so defective in shading 
colors is due to the want of education. ‘None 
had ever been piaced in a position or condition 
to have examined colors. 

The Doctor’s attention was attracted to two

THE FASHIONS. 
GENTLEMEN’s CLOTHING. 
Barver’s Bazar. 
English styles still prevail for gentlemen’s 
. Asa rule, coats are worn shorter both 


however, a decided preference for rough-finished 
goods, for diagonals, and figured cloths; indeed, 
the use of smooth, lustrous broadcloth is now 
restricted to full-dress suits made with swallow- 
tail coats, and to the Prince Albert frock-coats 
that are occasionally ordered for morning wed- 
ings or for funerals. ) 
BUSINESS AND TRAVELING SUITS. 

Suite for business, for traveling, and for morn- 
ing wear generally are made of Scotch or En- 
glish homespuns and mixturesin neat checks, 
bars, or plain surfaces of quaint colors very dif- 


ferent from the sombre brown and gray of past 


seasons. Beige brown is a favorite color, but it 
is lighted up by threadsof old gold and even 
dark red, but these are invisible at the first 
glance, and only appear on inspection, though 
they contribute to the general effect. Then 
there are olive-tinted suits, and some, especially 
English, have green shadings, and the grays 
have lines or irregular threads of blue or cardi- 
nal. The entire suit is made of one piece of 
cloth. The coat is in the English cut-away 
shape, shortened in the waist and in the skirt, 
stitched on the and fastened by one, two, 
or three buttons, as best suits the wearer. The 
vest is singie-breasted, without a collar, and is 
cut so high that a very simple scerf covers all 
the shirt bosom that is left uncovered by the 
vest. The trousers are more close-fitting than 
they have been. 
SHIRTS, COLLARS, AND CUFFS. 
Shirt-bosoms retain the same piain surface 
of of linen without 

pleats. Sometimes they are trimmed on one 
edge outside the eyelets for studs with a singie 
row of stitching, or else three or four tiny tuc 
or perhaps a cluster of fine cords is stitched in. 
As most of the shirt-bosom is concealed by the 
hich vest, it would be foolish to pleat it elabo- 
rately. only trimming used on the shirts 
worn with full-dress vests that roll low is a nar- 
row line of very fine needlework, or else small 
clusters or rings around each eyelet for the 
studs. Small studs are preferred, and those 
most used are of yellow gold, or else white 
enamel] that imitates thread-buttons. 

Turued-dovn collars have a very wide space 
between gor F — in front, and will be much 
worn in summer. The stan collar is 
5 2 to be very Englisb-looking it 
must be q high, straight around, not turned 
over in points m front, and the edges must come 
bine close ther. Cuffs are square-cornered, 

meet without lapping, so that they can be 
worn with linked sl ttons. 

For morning wear are percale. shirts with 
white grounds strewn with small figures repre- 
senting horseshoes, bits, whips, polka dots, or 
else What are called “ali-over effects,“ with 
criss-cross irregular lines of no design but to 
cover the ground. Pale blue and ecru percale 
in cheviot stripes and bars that seem to be twill- 
ed are popular, also very marked stripes and 
fainter cross-bars. For traveling shirts the most 
fashionable choice is dark navy blue percale 
with white polka dots. A novelty imported for 
breakfast shirts is white or ecru pongee shirts 
very gavly embroidered in Japanese styles on 
the collar, cuffs, and bosom. 

UNDERWEAR AND HOSIERY. 

Silk-striped Balbriggan underwear is shown 
with half hoseto match. These come in ecru 
shades with gay stripes, and cost $9 for the suit 
of vest and drawers. Ihe plain uabieached Bal- 
briggan underwear is liked for midsummer. For 
spring and fall pale blue merino underwear is 
shown in light fine qualities. Socks are shown 
in an endless variety of colors and materials. 
There are white French cottan socks dotted all 
over with blue, red. brown, or black. Balbrig- 
aus of ecru tints have fine line strives around 
of red, indigo blue, or brown, and are clocked 
up the sides. Still finer Balbriggans are em- 
broidered on the instep, others are in checked 
patterns, and some have wide clocked sides. 
Scotch colors in stripes are shown in lisle-thread 
socks. Silk socks of wine-color are very hand- 
some dotted with old gold. or else in lace-like 
stripes or ribs. Black sik and navv-blue socks 
have small white, or red, or gol ored horse- 
shoes wrought in them, and there are spun-silk 
socks with many colors woven in in bourette 

Plain colors in hosiery are superseded 
by these small stripes. dots, and em- 
broidery on white or colored ground. 

White handkerchiefs are more used than 
those with colored borders, though very plain 
borders are still seen. Fine linen is preferred 
to the English silk handkerchiefs for summer. 
White or ecru silk suspenders are embroidered 
in sporting patterns of jockey caps, whips, bits, 
or spurs.
